FOR SIGNATURE IS CONCURRENT WITH NARCOTICS CONTROL ACTION PLAN. 

WE HAVE ALREADY RECEIVED AN OFFICIAL REQUEST FROM THE NATIONAL 
POLICE (APR 9) ASKING FOR A DATE OF PRO/AG SIGNING AND CHARGE 
WAS AGAIN ASKED ABOUT MATTER DURING COURSE OF COURTESY CALL ON 
NEW NATIONAL POLICE CHIEF APRIL 15. WE HAVE REQUESTED 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS SINCE JANUARY 29, 1975 (REF D) WITH MONTHLY 
FOLLOW-UPS. (REFS E AND F). WE WONDER WHY THESE 
QUESTIONS NOW RAISED REF A NOT ASKED EARLIER? 

2. ACCEEDING TO DEPARTMENT WISHES FOR REPETITION OF PLANS 
FOR FY 75 PROJECT AGREEMENT WHICH, TO OUR MIND, ARE ALREADY 
APPROVED WE PROVIDE BELOW OBJECTIVES OF FY 75 AGREEMENT: A. IMPROVE 
THE CAPABILITY OF THE NARCOTICS SERVICE OF THE NATIONAL 
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KNOWN PLANTATIONS, PROCESSING LABORATORIES, EXPORTATION, 

SALE, OR TRANSFER OR THESFT OF NARCOTICS AND DANGEROUS DRUGS 
ANYWHERE IN THE NATIONAL TERRITORY. 2) ARREST AND OBTAIN EVID- 
ENCE FOR PROSECUTION OF PERSONS ENGAGED IN ILLEGAL TRAFFIC 
IN DRUGS. 3) FOLLOW-UP INVESTIGATIONS OF PERSONS ARRESTED 
OR IDENTIFIED AS TRAFFICKERS BY OTHER SECTIONS OF THE POLICE 
OR OTHER AGENCIES SUCH AS CUSTOMS OR THE ARMED FORCES, IN 
ORDER TO IDENTIFY AND APPREHEND OTHER PERSONS INVOLVED IN

NARCOTIC PLANTS. INCREASE PATROLS, MOBILE INSPECTIONS, AND

ACTIVITIES OF THE NATIONAL POLICE BY THE INSPECTOR GENERAL 
OR HIS DELEGATE. TO REPORT THE STRENGTHS, WEAKNESSES AND 
NEEDS OF NARCOTIC EFFORTS IN ORDER TO IMPROVE THE OVER- ALL 
NATIONAL POLICE NARCOTICS CONTROL OPERATION. TO INVESTIGATE, 
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ESTABLISH RESPONSIBILITY AND TAKE CORRECTIVE ACTION OF ABUSES, 
IMPROPER CONDUCT, OR FAILURE TO TAKE ACTION ON THE PART OF 
PERSONNEL ASSIGNED TO NARCOTICS WORK. TO CAYY OUT THESE

3. WISH REMIND DEPARTMENT THAT PROJECT AGREEMENT RAN OUT 
FEBRUARY 26 AS STATED REFS E AND F. AS DEPARTMENT KNOWS 
GETTING THE GOE TO FOCUS ON IMPORTANT OF NARCOTICS PROGRAM 
AND ESTABLISH WORK PLAN TARGETS IS A DIFFICULT AND ARDUOUS 
PROCESS. CONTINUING DELAYS OF SIGNING THIS YEARS'S PROJECT 
AGREEMENT JEOPARDIZES OUR CREDIBILITY, JUST AT A TIME WHEN 
RECENTLY PROMULGATED POLICE REORGANIZATION OFFERS OPPOR- 
TUNITY FOR SERIOUS PROGRESS. 

4. FINALLY, WE WOULD BE LESS THAN CANDID IF WE DID NOT 
COMMENT ON THE TONE OF RECENT EXCHANGES WITH THE DEPARTMENT 
ON THE SUBJECT IN WHICH IT WOULD APPEAR THAT ONUS IS BEING 
PLACED ON THIS MISSION TO REPEATEDLY JUSTIFY A PROGRAM 
DESIGNED TO MEET A PROBLEM OF NATIONAL U.S. CONCERN. THE 

FACT OF THE MATTER IS THAT THERE IS A SIGNIFICANT NARCOTICS 
TRAFFIC FROM ECUADOR TO THE U.S. AND, AS A MATTER OF NATIONAL 
POLICY AND AT THE DEPARTMENT S REQUEST, WE HAVE DESIGNED A PRO- 
GRAM TO COMBAT IT. 
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
